Here follows the Queen's Pro-+ 
clamation, which according to the Confti- 
tation of that Church is al ways ſabſequent 
to-the At of the Churchz National Fafts 
beiog firft appointed by the Church, and 
then Application being made for the Civil 
SanQtion, the Government grants a Pro- 
clamation refering to the ſaid At of Aſſem. 
bly ; and this Publication of it again is as 
much to acquaint you with the ſaid Method 
and Order of things, as any thing elſe. 
7 ſhall only add, that this Thankſgiving 
was obſerv'd with the ſame Performance in 


the Churches, both Morning and Afcernoon, 
as on the Lord's Day, and very little leſs 
without ; the Shops being all ſhut cloſe up, 
and the whole Day ſet a-part to the 

veral Duties exprels'd in the Proclamation.
